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Blaze daims family's home, dogs

A Lawrenceburg cou¬ 
ple lost their home, pos¬ 
sessions and dogs when 
their house burned to 
the ground last Friday 
evening. 

Bill and Renee Cas- 
son’s home at 1842 Mill 
Creek Pike was fully 
engulfed in flames 


when firefighters 
arrived around 5:15 p.m. 

What sparked the 
blaze remains unknown, 
Bill Casson said Monday 
afternoon, but he does 
have his suspicions. 

“We had just put in 
a new refrigerator and 
stove in less than 24 
hours before the fire,” 
he said. “We don’t know 


but it makes us wonder.” 

Fire Chief Mike 
Barnes said Friday that 
an investigator with the 
Kentucky State Police 
would be called in to 
help determine what 
caused the blaze. 

It took firefight¬ 
ers about 45 minutes, 
Barnes said, to bring 
the fire under control 


followed by hours of 
picking through the 
smoldering remains of 
the two-story home, put¬ 
ting out hot spots and 
glowing embers. 

Casson and his family 
stood by and watched, 
already knowing that 
their beloved family

Drury joins race for state representative

A second Anderson 
County Democrat has 
entered the race for the 
newly created state House 
of Representatives seat in 
the 53rd District. 

Donna Drury, who 


is currently an elected 
member of 
the Ander¬ 
son County 
Board of 
Education, 
said she filed 
her election 
documents 


earlier this month, joining 
fellow Democrat Kent Ste¬ 
vens in next May’s prima¬ 
ry. The winner, if no other 
candidates file, would face 
Spencer County resident 
James Tipton, who is run¬ 
ning as a Republican. 

The new seat, created 


during redistricting earlier 
this year that forced cur¬ 
rent state Rep. Kim King 
(R-Harrodsburg) to run in 
another district, includes 
all of Anderson and Spen¬ 
cer counties and two pre¬ 
cincts in Bullitt County.

Case first of three to answer 
to criminal child abuse

The trial of a Lawrenceburg woman 
charged with tying up her then-3-year- 
old granddaughter for up to 16 hours 
each day is scheduled to begin 9 a.m. 
Monday, Dec. 9 in Anderson Circuit 
Court. 

The grandmother, Carolyn Case, 
along with the child’s parents, Rebecca 
and Herbert Medley, was charged with 
first-degree criminal child abuse last 
September. 

Rebecca Medley is scheduled to 
stand trial Jan. 13-15,2014, and Herbert 
Medley is scheduled for Jan. 16-17, both 
in Anderson Circuit Court. 

Each attempted and failed to get a 
change of venue for the trial, which 
was originally scheduled for earlier this 
year. 

All three have pleaded not guilty to 
first-degree criminal child abuse charg¬ 
es that were brought against them last 
September. 

The charge against them stems 
from a state police investigation dur¬ 
ing which Case reportedly told troopers 
that the 3-year-old was tied to her bed 
from 8 p.m. to 6 a.m. each day. She also 
acknowledged that the child was also 
tied to the bed for a two-hour nap, and 
spent an additional four hours tied up 
for discipline, according to the docu¬ 
ments. She was also tied up to a booster 
seat in a kitchen chair for up to an hour

dogs had perished in the 
fire. 

Casson said he put 
the dogs in the house 
before he and his wife 
headed to Lexington 
because of the cold 
weather. 

One of the dogs, Bo, 
went everywhere with 
him, including on fam¬ 
ily vacations. 

“We haven’t been to 
Florida or the lake with¬ 
out him in the past 10 
years,” Casson said Mon¬ 
day afternoon by phone. 
“He goes to Florida more 
than most Kentuckians, 
and even had his own 


spot on the boat.” 

Casson, who owns 
and operates a sign busi¬ 
ness, said Bo also went 
to work with him each 
day, and even had his 
own Facebook page. 

Along with all of 
their possessions, the 
Cassons also lost his 
large work van and 
another pickup truck 
that was parked in the 
attached garage. 

He said the fire was 
so hot that it even 
ruined the concrete 
slab beneath the home, 
meaning that when 
he goes to rebuild the 
entire structure will 
have to be bulldozed. 

“We’re going to 
rebuild but I don’t know 
if it will be right away,”

a day for discipline. 

The child was tied 
up with a curtain sash 
by lacing it through 
the arm holes in her 
shirt and behind her 
back. It was then fas¬ 
tened to the bed using 
a large horse collar 
safety pin, according to 
court documents. The 
sash was also used to tie 
her to a kitchen chair. 

Case, the grand¬ 
mother, told investigat¬ 
ing troopers with the 
Kentucky State Police 
that the girl “spent 
more time tied up than 
free,” according to 
documents. 

Case also told inves¬ 
tigators that she was 
tied up because she was 
“getting out of bed and 
getting into things,” 


and that she was trying 
to “get out of the resi¬ 
dence when everyone 
was asleep.” 

Case added that the 
girl’s mother, Rebecca 
Medley, “would tie 
[the girl] up very 
tightly and that [her] 
movement was very 
impaired and she was 
not able to escape.” 

The girl was being 
tied up from June 1 
through Aug. 3, when 
a child protective ser¬ 
vices worker alerted 
the state police. 

Herbert Medley told 
police he knew about 
the girl being tied up 
but “felt he could not 
ell anyone because 
Case had threatened to 
kick them out of the 
residence.” 

He said that Case 
started the practice and 
showed his wife how to 
do it. 
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he said. “With winter 
coming on, we might 
have to wait until 
spring.” 

Asked if he and his 
wife need anything in 
the meantime, Casson 
said no. 

“There are a lot of 
people who need stuff 
more than we do,” he 
said. “We have a place 
to stay, money to buy 
clothes and food.” 

The Anderson Coun¬ 
ty Fire Department 
responded to the fire, 
along with the Ander¬ 
son County Sheriff’s 
Office and EMS. 

No injuries were 
reported.

said. “Kim has left some 
big shoes to fill... I’ve 
talked her and gotten 
encouragement a lot of 
Republicans here and in 
the other counties.

Drury said the 28 
years she spent work¬ 
ing in state government 
along with her experi¬ 
ences with the school 
board will make her a 
good state representa¬ 
tive.

at heart,” Drury said. 
“They need to be public 
servants, and I have the 
heart of public servant. 

“Working inside state 
government and seeing 
how laws are created 
and why... I understand 
all of that. I have a 
background in working 
with citizens — both in 
advocacy and with citi¬ 
zen complaints — and 
a lot of experience and 


knowledge in that area. I 
like to talk with people, 
finding out what their 
concerns are... that’s 
what’s important and 
that’s what I want to 
take to Frankfort.” 

Drury said she 
expects the primary 
race between her and 
Stevens to be “exciting.” 

“We go way back,” 
Drury said. “I consider 
him a friend and Mr. 
Tipton has already 
reached out to me and 
wants to talk about the 


needs of the district so 
whomever is elected 
will be best able to rep¬ 
resent the district.” 

Drury, a retired state 
employee, said she 
knows one of the biggest 
challenges ahead will 
be tackling the state’s 
underfunded retirement 


system. 

“It concerns me very 
much,” she said. “Not 
just because I’m a state 
retiree, but many I 
know are now working 
in state government and 


I’m concerned about the 
way things are going. 

“The people who are 
responsible for this and 
ensuring it gets resolved 
need to understand that 
retirees don’t have the 
option to seek employ¬ 
ment elsewhere. 

“I hope, if elected 
as state rep, I can have 
some input into helping 
take care of that prob¬ 
lem.”

filmed amid strict 
secrecy earlier this year 
at Four Roses Distillery, 
where both men work. 
Sanford said filming 
took nearly 11 hours. 

Sanford, who has 
risen to local fame 
for the burgoo he and 
Royalty prepare for the 
cook off and sell dur¬ 
ing the city’s annual 
burgoo festival, said the 
producers asked him to 
make his famous stew 
a little differently, at 
least for the cameras. 

He said instead of 
preparing it with store- 
bought meat, they 
asked him to round 
up wild game for the 
preparation portion of 
the show. 

“They wanted to see 
it done the wild way,” 
Sanford said. “We had 
squirrel, rabbit, wild 
turkey, deer, quail... 
that’s what they want¬ 
ed to see. Steve Shryock 
helped us a bunch and 


got me most of the wild 
meat.” 

But what was actu¬ 
ally served was the 
version the men make 
during the cook off. 

“We didn’t even cook 
the wild,” he said. “We 
just showed them how 
to make it the wild way, 
then they switched the 
pot and what you actu¬ 
ally see is the way we 
serve it in town. They 
pulled the old switch a 
roo.” 

Nevertheless, the 
Hungry Brothers loved 
the unique concoction, 
Sanford said. 

“They went wild over 
it,” he said, adding that 
the brothers were very 
likeable guys. 

“Oh, they were down- 
home people. The were 
good boys ... couldn’t be 
no better.” 

Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway said 
he’s thrilled to have 
Anderson County fea¬ 
tured on a national TV 
show. 

“It’s just tremendous 
for Anderson County,” 
Conway said. “I’m real 


proud Jesse and Jeff... 
they make some of the 
best burgoo that’s ever 
been made. 

“Who knows, maybe 
they’ll end up being the 
next version of ‘Duck 
Dynasty.’” 

Sanford said filming 
took place beneath the 
gazebo at Four Roses. 

He said his set up was 
the same he has used in 
each of the past three 
years during the cook 
off, which raises money 
for Sheriff Troy Young’s 
Shop With a Cop event. 

“We set it up just 
like we do in town, 
with the antiques and 
stuff,” Sanford said, 
adding that the produc¬ 
ers balked at a couple 
of items, including the 
bourbon barrels. 

“They made us turn 
the Four Roses bar¬ 
rels around, though, 
because they said it 
looked too much like a 
commercial,” Sanford 
said. “We also had a 
tobacco stick there and 
they made us get rid 
of it. They didn’t know 
what it was and didn’t 


want it in there.” 

Four Roses will be 
easily recognizable, 
though, and Master 
Distiller Jim Rutledge is 
expected to be featured 
during the episode, too, 
Sanford said. 

As for what the epi¬ 
sode will actually look 
like, Sanford said he 
doesn’t know because 
he hasn’t seen it. 

“I don’t know how 
many minutes we’ll be 
on there,” he said. “They 
said it would be 22 min¬ 
utes, but I’m not sure.” 

Sanford said the 
producer of the show 
found out about him on 
the internet and called 
Four Roses. 

“They found out 
that we’d won the cook 
off two years in a row,” 
he said.

Viewing life outside 
of Lawrenceburg 

Big city visits change student's perspective 

W e live in a town that is surrounded by rolling 

hills, filled with green pastures, and influenced 
by agriculture. Our bluegrass territory and wild 
horses define who we are to other people and make us 
proud to live here, though we often forget that 
beyond these rolling hills and green pastures 
and through the bluegrass that there are other 
places that are worth exploring. 

Recently I took a trip to Chicago to stay with 
some family for two weeks. I recall strolling 
down the busy streets and inhaling the smell 
of gasoline and wet pavement as opposed to the 
smell of freshly cut grass or maple leaves. I hear 
my cousin Aaron ranting about football next to 
me, but I am able to tune him out and instead 
focus my attention on the piercing screech of 

tires from the clut¬ 
tered road and the 
businesslike men 
and women who shout orders 
into their black cell phones with 
frustrated expressions on their 
faces. 

I feel a familiar rush of relief 
flood through me as I inhale 
the scent of vanilla and coffee 
through the open door of Star- 
bucks. I look at Aaron and tell 
him what I would like to drink 
and he leaves as I go to sit at a 
round glass table. 

I first take a look around at 
all the people who stare intently 
at their computers and books, 
almost as if they were slaves to 
the knowledge they possess in 
their hands. I begin to pull out 
my iPod and scroll down the 
various artists until I stop at 
one person. I play the song “My 
Manic and I” by Laura Marling 
and begin to tap my fingers on 
the clear glass to the complex 
rhythm. I notice the small laugh 
that comes from in front of me, 
and I immediately whip my head 
up to find the source. In front of 
me stands a boy about my age 
with a look of curiosity plain on 
his face. 

“Mind if I join you?” he asks. 

I shrug as he takes a seat across 
from me and drapes an arm 
across the glass. Drake, as he 
later introduced himself as, takes 
a swift look at my screen, and I 
notice the flash of recognition 
play across his face as he says, 
“I’m impressed; not many people 
have heard of Laura Marling 
before.” 

I nod in agreement and we 
begin to rant and rave over the 
astounding artists that go unfair¬ 
ly noticed among the musical community. In the middle 
of our conversation, Aaron approaches us with two cups of 
coffee in his hands and sits down to join us. I had to say that 
I was impressed with the way Drake was easily able to keep 
our conversation going while switching back to the lecture 
on NFL that Aaron was so graciously giving us. As pointless 
and unavailing as that conversation was, it led me to the 
realization that even in a bustling city, strangers can make 
connections. 

I had the opportunity to visit the City that Never Sleeps a 
few years ago with my brother and a few of his friends. We 
had been able to walk down the congested street without 
seeing any familiar shops or people, which was refreshing. 

I remember smiling and laughing at the people who 
stand on the sidewalk, dancing and strumming their 
antique guitars with their calloused fingers. They would tip 
their hats out or open their instrument cases in order to col¬ 
lect any money. I can recall one man who stood out against 
the rest. He was an older man that didn’t seem to have the 
energy or care to stand up and perform, so instead he would 
sit on the steps of an old apartment building with a black 
fedora shadowing over the left side of his face while he 
strummed his sleek guitar and muttered the first few verses 
of “Georgia” by Ray Charles. I could never forget how there 
was something so sad and desperate, yet jubilant about the 
raspy nature of his voice.

any people overin¬ 
dulge on holiday 
foods. A small 
change to your recipes 
could result in healthier 
foods. Consider the change 
to healthier oils as a “better 
than” change. 

The food is 
healthier than 
it would have 
otherwise been 
but it doesn’t 
mean that 
it’s your best 
choice. 

Oils are not a 
food group but 
they add essen¬ 
tial fatty acids - 

and vitamin 
E to our diets. 

Some examples of healthy 
oils include olive, peanut, 
canola and safflower oil. 
Noticeably absent is coco¬ 
nut oil that is promoted by 
some people as a healthy 
choice. A recent review of 
research on coconut oil sug¬ 
gests that more studies are 
needed and results have 
been inconclusive. Nutri¬ 
tion isn’t an exact science 
and recommendations do 
change. 

Healthier oils such as 
those mentioned above can 
lower both LDL cholesterol 
and total cholesterol. These 
oils reduce the risk of heart 
disease including the risk 
of atherosclerosis (a condi¬ 
tion in which fatty mate¬ 
rial collects along the walls 
of arteries) that can lead 
to coronary artery disease. 
Healthy oils may also pro¬ 
tect against some types of 
cancers by protecting cells 
from damage by free radi¬ 
cals. 

Consider these tips for 


Herbed Pasta with Roasted Cherry Tomatoes 

Makes six, 1 cup servings 
1/2 pound pasta 

6T. chopped fresh basil or 2T. dried basil 

3 T. olive, canola or safflower oil 
1 tsp. dried thyme 

1 pint cherry tomatoes 

2 tsp. dried oregano 

1 medium onion, chopped 
1T. chopped fresh parsley or 1 tsp. dried parsley 

4 chopped garlic cloves 
1/2 tsp. salt 

1 medium red bell pepper, chopped 
1 tsp. red pepper flakes (optional) 

1. Cook pasta according to package directions. 

2. Preheat oven to 400 degrees. 

3. Score each cherry tomato with a small X. Toss the tomatoes with 1T. and roast in 
oven for 10 -15 minutes, until they burst. 

4. Saute onion in 2 T. oil for 5 minutes. 

5. Add garlic and red bell peppers. Saute for an additional 5 minutes. 

6. Add fresh and dried herbs, salt and oven roasted cherry tomatoes. 

7. Toss with drained pasta.

increasing use of healthy oil 
in your meals. 

• Use soft margarine with 
zero trans fats made from 
liquid vegetable oils instead 
of stick margarine or but¬ 
ter. Trans fats will soon be 
discontinued from all foods 
made in the U.S. 

• Add at least one good 
source of omega-3 fatty 
acids, found in tuna, salmon, 
walnuts and flax seed to 
your diet each day. 

• Use vegetable oils or 
non-fat cooking sprays 
instead of solid fats when 
cooking. 

• Use canola, corn, olive, 
peanut, safflower, soybean 
or sunflower oils in cook¬ 
ing rather than solid fats 
like butter, stick margarine, 
shortening and lard. 

• Use reduced-fat, low-fat, 
light or fat-free salad dress¬ 


ings on salads. 

The USDA Nutritive 
Value of Foods, also known 
as Home and Garden Bul¬ 
letin Number 7, is the offi¬ 
cial report on fatty acids 
in foods. Safflower oil is 
the best oil to use since it is 
lowest in saturated fat (13.5 
g) and highest in mono- 
saturated fat (162.7g) per 1 
cup. Olive oil and canola are 
second best. Olive oil (29.2g) 
has twice as much saturated 
fat as canola oil (15.5 g). Olive 
oil (159.2 g) has more mono- 
saturated fat than canola oil 
(128.4 g) but the difference 
isn’t as dramatic as the satu¬ 
rated fat.

R aise your hand if you 
traveled all the way 
to Alabama to buy 
special Christ¬ 
mas lights for 
your outdoor 
holiday display 
this year.

But James, 
who lives on 
Bondville Road, 
says he loves to

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Not only may you not get to keep your insurance plan under 
Obamacare, you might not be able to keep your doctor

Part of the sales pitch 
for the federal health-care 
reform law was that people 
could keep their doctors, but 
many Americans and some 
Kentuckians won’t because 
insurers are excluding some 
hospitals and doctors from 
policies in an effort to make 
the new, standardized plans 
on the insurance exchanges 
more affordable. 

Eleven Kentucky hospi¬ 
tals have filed complaints 
with the state Depart¬ 
ment of Insurance, saying 
Anthem’s policies on the 
state’s exchange include only 
a narrow network of provid¬ 
ers, excluding them. Limiting 
the number of providers on 
the exchanges is one seldom- 
mentioned way insurers are 
trying to reduce premiums 
for new policies. 

The department upheld 
three of the complaints 
because the hospitals said 
they would be able to serve 
at least four of the state’s 
eight Medicaid regions, a con¬ 
cern that led to their original 
exclusion. The department 
has since ordered Anthem 
to accept applications from 
those hospitals UK Health¬ 
care, Our Lady of Bellefonte 
in Ashland and Highlands 
Regional Medical Center in 
Prestonsburg, reports Mike 
Wynn of The Courier-Jour¬ 
nal. 

UK’s initial exclusion 
could be attributed to market 
forces. Insurance-company 
research shows that consum¬ 
ers’ highest priority when 
shopping for insurance is 
price. To compete on price, 
insurers contract with doc¬ 
tors and hospitals who 
charge them the lowest fees. 
Some prestigious and well- 
known academic medical 
schools that charge higher 
prices are being excluded 
from exchange plans, Forbes 
magazine reports. 

The same market forces 
may also limit the ability for 
small hospitals and provid¬ 


ers to provide care through 
exchange plans if their 
health systems lack econo¬ 
mies of scale that enhance 
their negotiating power. 

Anthem is not the only 
insurance company with nar¬ 
row networks. Stephen Mill¬ 
er, vice president of finance 
for the Kentucky Hospital 
Association, said other Ken¬ 
tucky insurers are also using 
network restrictions to “steer 
patients to hospitals with the 
best rates for the insurer,” 
Wynn reports. Around the 
country, many plans have 
more narrow networks than 
previous plans in order to 
limit premiums, Politico 
reports. 

This tactic lowers expenses 
for the insurers by bypass¬ 
ing higher-priced health 
systems but means that some 
patients may have to change 
doctors or hospitals, report 
Sandhya Somashekhar and 
Ariana Eunjung Cha in The 
Washington Post: “The result, 
some argue, is a two-tiered 
system of health care: Many 
of the people who buy health 
plans on the exchanges have 
fewer hospitals and doctors 
to choose from than those 
with coverage through their 
employers.” 

Consumer advocates say 
tighter networks will disrupt 
care and limit access for mid- 
dle-and lower-income con¬ 
sumers, who may be sicker 
than the average consumer, 
reports Kaiser Health News: 
“Narrow networks present 
the opportunity for lower 
costs via discounts from 
select hospitals and doctors 
in return for patient volume. 
But smaller networks can 
require members to travel 
farther for care or make it 
hard to get appointments.” 

Anthem says limiting 
networks helps insurers 
save money, which is passed 
on to patients through 
reduced premiums. Critics 
say healthy people must pay 
more than their fair share 
to help provide coverage for 
sicker people. Health-reform 


advocates say the law’s trade¬ 
offs are acceptable costs in 
exchange for getting health 
coverage to more needy peo¬ 
ple, but some wonder about 
that if they have to drive 30 
miles to get it. 

What is a narrow network? 

An insurance company’s 
health-care network is a 
group of physicians, hospi¬ 
tals and other providers that 
agree to provide medical 
services at pre-negotiated 
rates. The wider the insur¬ 
ance company’s network, the 
more doctors and hospitals 
from which you can choose 
without paying more to see 
an out-of-network provider. 

Anthem spokesman 
Tony Felts said the smaller 
networks are an attempt to 
keep exchange plans afford¬ 
able and that the company 
worked hard to design prod¬ 
ucts that would attract 
consumers to them. Four 
other companies are offering 
policies on Kynect, the state 
exchange: Humana, United 
Healthcare, Bluegrass Fam¬ 
ily Health and the Kentucky 
Health Cooperative. Anthem 
and the cooperative are the 
only two insurers offering 
individual plans statewide. 

“Many companies have 
selectively entered the 
exchanges because they are 
concerned that they will be 
dominated by risky, high- 
using populations who want¬ 
ed insurance and couldn’t 
afford it” before the law 
took effect, Gail Wilsensky, a 
UnitedHealth director, told 
U.S. News. “They are pressed 
to narrow their networks to 
stay within the premiums.” 

The reform law requires 
insurers to provide enough 
doctors and hospitals to 
ensure quality care, but the 
federal government offers 
little guidance on how this 
is defined. The Kentucky 
Heath Benefit Exchange says 
at least 20 percent of avail¬ 
able essential community 
providers in an exchange 
service area must be in its 


network, and insurers must 
contract with at least one 
of these providers in each 
county in the service area. 
However, these regulations 
don’t specify a penalty for 
not adhering to the recom¬ 
mendation, and there is no 
guarantee that the network 
includes your doctor. 

Consider a plan's network, 
premiums and 
out-of-pocket amounts 

Patients may not realize 
whether or not their doctor 
is in a plan’s network until 
January, when the new poli¬ 
cies take effect. Therefore, 
consumers should be careful 
to check the details about 
an exchange plan’s network. 
Consumers should also be 
aware of the plan’s out-of- 
pocket costs; the cheapest 
exchange plans have high 
deductibles. 

On Kynect, insurance 
shoppers can filter plans to 
see if a specific provider is 
included. Insurance Depart¬ 
ment spokeswoman Gwenda 
Bond said the agency relies 
on insurance companies to 
provide network information 
to be posted on the exchange. 
She said the department has 
experienced some minor 
issues with this process due 
to insurers using different 
names for the same provider. 

To address this problem, 
Kynect also provides a link 
to each issuer’s web site for 
their provider directory, said 
Bond. “The issuer’s provider 
directory web site should 
contain the most current list 
of providers available in the 
issuer’s network. We continue 
to work with insurance com¬ 
panies to improve the lists,” 
she said. 

“Under Obamacare’s 
exchanges, people who really 
want to keep their doctor, at 
any price, will often have 
to pay higher premiums for 
the privilege. And people 
who prefer lower premiums, 
above all, might need to 
choose a different doctor,” 


writes Avik Roy of Forbes. 

As Medicaid enrollment 
grows, fewer providers accept it 

At the same time some 
providers are being excluded 
by insurance companies 
or are choosing to exclude 
themselves, some provid¬ 
ers are opting out of the 
exchanges and are not 
accepting Medicaid patients. 
A recent survey by the Medi¬ 
cal Group Management Asso¬ 
ciation found that 40 percent 
of its members are still 
deciding if they are going to 
accept insurance offered on 
the Obamacare marketplaces, 
CNN reports. 

About 56,000 Kentuck¬ 
ians have enrolled in Kynect 
plans as of Nov. 22, and 82 
percent of those are Medicaid 
plans. According to the Cen¬ 
ters for Medicare and Med¬ 
icaid Services, which admin¬ 
isters the Medicaid program, 
three times more doctors are 
refusing Medicare patients 
than three years ago. 

Doctors cite Medicare’s 
increasing rules and lowered 
payment rates as reasons for 
not accepting Medicaid, and 
those who will see some Med¬ 
icaid patients are limiting 
the number, reports The Wall 
Street Journal. Doctors also 
say administrative hassles 
and delays in getting paid 
also discourage them from 
accepting Medicaid, says the 
Center for Studying Health 
System Change. 

Hospitals across the state 
have expressed concern 
about delayed payments 
from Kentucky’s managed 
care companies as a result of 
the state’s quick transition to 
a managed care model, and 
state officials are working to 
address this problem. Still, 
Kentucky’s Medicaid pay¬ 
ment rates are about 72 per¬ 
cent of Medicare rates. The 
reform law raised Medicaid 
fees to match what Medicare 
pays primary-care doctors, 
but only for two years and 
after much administrative 
hassle.

Franklin Co. sheriff to give $10K 
reward for bourbon theft tips 


Rare 20-year Pappy 
Van Winkle and Family 
Reserve Rye bourbon 
still missing

The State Journal 
Information on the 
whereabouts of more 
than $26,000 worth 
of missing Pappy Van 
Winkle bourbon could 
now mean a big payday 
for the tipster. 

Franklin County 
Sheriff Pat Melton 
announced Monday 
that a $10,000 reward is 
being offered for infor¬ 
mation leading to an 
arrest and conviction 


in the case. The distill¬ 
ery reported the stolen 
bourbon Oct. 15. 

Melton said $1,000 
of the reward money is 
coming from Bluegrass 
Crime Stoppers. The 
other $9,000 is coming 
from an “undisclosed” 
donor. 

“We’re just trying 
to bring pappy home,” 
Melton said during a 
news conference. 

Authorities origi¬ 
nally said the theft of 
the 65 cases of Pappy 
Van Winkle’s Family 
Reserve 20 Year and 
nine cases of Van Win¬ 
kle Family Reserve Rye 
was being investigated 
as an inside job. 


The reward was 
first offered to Buffalo 
Trace employees last 
week. 

Melton said his 
office has interviewed 
about 100 employees at 
Buffalo Trace, which 
produces Pappy Van 
Winkle, but is not nam¬ 
ing any people of inter¬ 
est. 

“Detectives have 
worked diligently on 
this case,” Melton said. 
“I think $10,000 with 
Christmas in about 
three weeks is very, 
very significant.” 

Bardstown High 
School Principal Chris 
Pickett was recently 
cleared as a person of 


interest after he was 
identified on surveil¬ 
lance video from an 
Elizabethtown liquor 
store. 

Authorities said 
Pickett offered to sell 
the store manager a 
large quantity of Pappy 
Van Winkle, but Pick¬ 
ett’s attorney, Doug 
Hubbard, said his client 
was speaking about his 
private collection of 
the rare bourbon and 
wanted to buy more.

T his past Sunday 
marked the 
beginning of 
Advent.

of our Lord

Yet, in all reality, 
seems rather awkward 
to celebrate Advent in 
our day and time. We 
are, after all, looking 
“forward” to something 
that took place over 
2,000 years ago. Unlike 
Simeon, we are not 
waiting for the consola¬ 


tion of Israel; unlike 
Mary and Joseph, we 
are not waiting for 
the consummation of 
the angelic news of a 
miraculous conception. 
Unlike the shepherds, 
we are not rushing 
with anticipation to the 
birthplace of the Mes¬ 
siah. Unlike the Magi, 
we are not following 
the strange star in the 
East. 

Yet, beginning with 
the first fourth Sun¬ 
day prior to Christmas 
we light a candle and 
begin to look, to wait, 
with anticipation. 

With three of the 
world’s most market¬ 
able holidays taking 
place within weeks of 
each other, consumers 
can purchase Hallow¬ 
een candy, a Thanksgiv¬ 
ing turkey and a nativ¬ 
ity at the same time. 


Black Friday is now on 
Thursday and it seems 
that the retail powers- 
that-be are pushing 
the Christmas season 
further back into the 
year. We saw Christmas 
decorations going up 
in people’s homes well 
before we watched 
Macy’s Thanksgiving 
Day Parade, in some 
cases just days after 
the ghosts and gob¬ 
lins were taken down. 
But Walmart isn’t the 
only one hastening 
the holiday. Being on a 
church staff I see the 
Christmas mail-outs 
very early as concert 
promoters, publish¬ 
ing houses and music 
companies vie for our 
business; and yes, our 
choir began practicing 
for the annual cantata 
weeks ago.

but the odor of manure. 

Advent reminds us 
that something had 
to happen that was 
beyond human compre¬ 
hension. It means that 
God had to become a 
man and dwell among 
men. God had to enter 
time and space and 
submit himself to nine 
months in the womb of 
a virgin. He had to be 
born into obscurity, in 
the backwoods of Pales¬ 
tine, under the shadow 
of the Roman Empire. 

He had to be born 
to a virgin. He had to 
live a perfect life. He 
had to die on a Roman 
cross for crimes he was 
innocent of in order 
to atone for sins that 
were not his own. He 
had to be buried and, 


after three days, raised 
from the dead. Advent 
means we need a savior.

I decided (chose) to become a Christian years ago 
and it changed my life forever. My sins were washed away 
by the blood of Jesus (Matt. 26:28; Acts 2:38) and now I 
choose holiness over unrighteousness.

Santa Claus is sincere, 
Reaves said. Santa Claus 
is genuine. Santa Claus 
is the embodiment of 
compassion. 

“I think there’s a 
responsibility,” Reaves 
said, sitting in the ticket 
office backstage before 
Monday’s rehearsal. 
“When you put on the 
red suit, as far as chil¬ 
dren are concerned, you 
are Santa Claus.” 

Reaves, a counselor 
at Edythe J. Hayes Mid¬ 
dle School in Lexington, 
arrived at the theater a 
little behind schedule 
for that week’s second 
tech practice. 

He said he had spent 
a better part of the 
afternoon scouring 
thrift stores to find the 
perfect business suit, 
which he wears on stage 
when not in full Santa 
garb or in a striped 
robe for his scene at the 
insane asylum. 

The search for the 
perfect Santa suit 
proved to be even more 
difficult, Reaves said. 

He looked in costume 
shops and thrift stores 
in Lexington, Louisville, 
Cincinnati and Dayton 
and sifted among the 
polyester and velveteen 
Santa knock-offs until 
he found the suit with 
just the right color, feel 
and texture. 

“I see myself as join¬ 
ing part of a great tradi¬ 
tion that’s gone on for 
generations,” Reaves 
said. “It’s truly a privi¬ 
lege to have the oppor¬ 
tunity to become Santa. 
That word, ‘become’ 
Santa is important.” 

To prepare for the 
role of the jolly old elf, 
Reaves said he viewed 
two documentaries 
about those who don 
Santa’s suit profession¬ 
ally — “They Wore the 
Red Suit” and “Becom¬ 
ing Santa.” 

Reaves’ interpreta¬ 
tion of Santa, he said, 
sticks closely to the 
classic film Santa from 
“Miracle on 34th Street,” 
the same 1947 movie 


the Bluegrass Theatre 
Guild’s production is 
based on. 

Reaves said he adds 
his own touches to 
Santa, such as placing a 
finger to the side of his 
nose and winking. 

The most difficult 
part of becoming Santa, 
Reaves said, is remem¬ 
bering to speak more 
slowly and casting his 
voice to a lower register 
to achieve Santa’s deep 
voice. 

“I think just staying 
in the spirit of Kris Krin¬ 
gle on stage at all times,” 
he said. 

After finishing up 
with the Bluegrass The¬ 
atre Guild production of 
“Maisie’s Dead,” Reaves 
said he felt encouraged 
by friends and family to 
audition for Kris Krin- 
gle. 

“I was very honored 
to be selected,” he said. 
“It’s humbling, actu¬ 
ally.” 

He’s a storyteller — 
Reaves said he’ll likely 
continue his annual tra¬ 
dition of reciting “How 
the Grinch Stole Christ¬ 
mas” from memory 
during the holidays — 
but hasn’t always been 
an actor. 

Reaves said he didn’t 
have any interest in act¬ 
ing until his son Dylan 
— a theater fanatic, 
Reaves said — wanted to 
audition with the Blue¬ 
grass Theatre Guild in 
1999. 

Dylan, then about 
7, ended up being too 


young for the part. 
Reaves, who took his 
son to the theater, was 
asked to fill in to read 
some scenes, and then 
was offered a role in the 
production. 

Lourteen years 
later, Reaves said he’s 
performed in about 15 
plays, directed three 
productions and assisted 
with the Hayes middle 
school drama club. 
Reaves is also the presi¬ 
dent of the Anderson 
County Community 
Theater organization, 
which staged a produc¬ 
tion of “The 1940s Radio 
Hour” in 2012. 

Dylan, now 22 and 
a college student at 
Denison University in 
Ohio, sent a Lacebook 
message in all caps to 
Reaves after he found 


out his dad got the part 
of Kris Kringle: YOU 
ARE SANTA. 

This weekend, along 
with Reaves’ wife Leli- 
cia, colleagues, friends 
and family, Reaves’ son 
will be watching his 
dad become Santa on 
stage. 

Reaves said he still 
remembers the first 
time he took Dylan to 
see Santa. 

“He loved every sec¬ 


ond of it,” Reaves said. 

Right before the trip, 
Dylan had read “The 
Polar Express.” 

Dylan asked Santa 
for reindeer bells. Santa, 
Reaves recalled, looked 
at up at Reaves incredu¬ 
lously. 

One of the first 
times Reaves actually 
felt like he was Santa, 
Reaves said, was when 
a member of the crew 
asked a young actress to 


give more emotion and 
act more excited about 
being on Santa’s lap. 

“Think back, when 
you remembered the 
last time you sat on San¬ 
ta’s lap,” Reaves recalled 
the crew member ask¬ 
ing. 

The girl smiled from 
her spot on Reaves’ lap. 

“Today.”

T here were tears, certainly, 
but stunned looks were 
the most familiar sights 
around Anderson 
County football Fri¬ 
day night. 

That was 
understandable 
after the Bearcats 
had seen Pulaski 
County rally from 
a 10-point deficit in 
the fourth quarter John 
and score the win- Herndon 

ning touchdown Sports Editor 

with only 46.2 sec- _ 

onds left. 

It was on a 

fourth down play, at that. 

Stunning. Deep hurt. And 
now, for those who will return 
in 2014, eight months to think 
about, “What if?” For those who 
won’t, there will be a lasting 
hurt. 

They will eventually get over 
it, but that 20-17 loss in the state 
semi-finals will be that bee 
sting that was never treated. 

For most of the now-com¬ 
pleted 2013 football season, 
Anderson County, its fans, and 
many others who follow high 
school football felt that win¬ 
ning Region 3 was the ticket to 
a berth in the Class 5A cham¬ 
pionship game. Fair or not, that 
assessment was easy to see. 

Region 3 boasted the last 
two state runner-up teams. The 
previous four state champion¬ 
ship teams, all from Ft. Thomas 
Highlands, had also come from 
the same region. In other words, 
since the Kentucky High School 
Athletic Association went to 
six classes in 2007, the Region 3 
winner has always been playing 
in the season’s final game. 

Oh, we knew about Pulaski 
County. We knew they were 
undefeated. But it was common 
to hear the ridiculous criticism, 
“They have not played a strong 
schedule.” 

(Before last week’s game, I 
totaled Anderson’s and Pulas¬ 
ki’s schedule and found that 
Pulaski’s opponents were 71-75 
through regional final games, 
while Anderson’s were 86-66.) 

On top of that, Pulaski was 
very young with 14 freshmen 
and 12 sophomores listed on 
its 45-man roster. Three frosh 
started. 

But the bottom line on Pulas¬ 
ki was simple: The Maroons 
were, and are, unbeaten. We saw 
why Friday night. 

It does not matter who you 
are or what sport you are play¬ 
ing, if a team has navigated the 
regular season, then won three 
playoff games to get to the state 
semi-finals without a blemish, 
that team is doing something 
right. As Anderson coach Mark 
Peach said last week, “They 
don’t have any weaknesses.” 

And most of all, the Maroons 
possessed an uncanny self- 
confidence that believed they 
would come back. 

They did. 

What bothers Anderson the 
most, however, is the fact that 
missed assignments, a couple 
of crucial penalties and a turn-

It is the first time 
Pulaski has ever 
advanced to the state 
football finals and 
the first time since

School Athletic Asso¬ 
ciation expanded to 
six classes in 2007 that 
a team from Region 
4 has made it to the 
championship game. 

Anderson, which 
appeared to be in good 


shape for its second 
title game appearance 
in three years enter¬ 
ing the fourth quar¬ 
ter, finished at 11-3. 

Simply put, Ander¬ 
son felt it let a chance 
at playing one more 
week slip away. 

“This game was the 
very epitome of not 
turning the ball over 
against a good team,” 
Anderson coach Mark 
Peach said. 

Three turnovers 
were not the only 
culprits. There were 
missed tackles and 
dropped passes. There 
was a Pulaski inter¬ 
ception and Anderson 
penalties at crucial 
times. Both teams 
fought to the end, 
but when Anderson 
faltered, Pulaski capi¬ 
talized. 

“We made so many 
mistakes,” Peach said. 
“It just boggles the 
mind. We had dropped 
passes, interceptions, 
fumbles, missed 
tackles, and incorrect 
techniques.”

Brought together 
by tragedy, CJ. Penny and 
Alex Dennis see their bond 
grow deeper at Asbury

WILMORE-The Sixth 
Man and Family Ties are all 
coming together at Asbury 
University this basketball 
season. 

“He’s like a brother to 
me,” C.J. Penny says of his 
Asbury teammate Alex Den¬ 
nis. “Now that he is here, 

I want to protect him and 
make sure everything is OK.” 

“C.J. is always there for 
me,” says Dennis, a fresh¬ 
man. “He’s always asking 
how my day is and always 
trying to make my day bet¬ 
ter.” 

Even though Penny is 
black and Dennis is white, 
the bond goes much deeper 
than skin color. 

It is a bond that might 
seem strange, given that 
Penny was an All-State 
selection at Anderson Coun¬ 
ty High School while Dennis 
was a good, but not great, 
player four years later at 
rival Spencer County. 


That matters little to the 
teammates. They are just 
brothers bonded together by 
a tragedy. 

It was Martin Luther King 
Day, 2001. School was out. 

“I was a junior at Asbury,” 
recalls Eagle coach Will 
Shouse, who, like Penny, 
graduated from Anderson 
County High. 

It was a day that changed 
many lives, including those 


of C.J. Penny, Alex Den¬ 
nis and Will Shouse. Alex’s 
older brother, Allen Dennis, 
tragically drowned in a pond 
near Alton. 

Like C.J. Penny, Allen 
Dennis was a fourth-grader 
at Saffell Street School. They 
were best friends. 

“We did everything 
together,” Penny recalls. “We 
played basketball together. 
Kenton Bottoms and Ed 


Ruggles were our coaches. 

“We played baseball 
together.” 

The coaches? “Kenton 
and Ed,” Penny says with his 
trademark smile. 

“That was the first time 
I had ever seen C.J.” recalls 
Shouse, who had already 
decided he would become a 
basketball coach. “C.J. turned

Coots on a fake punt 
at the Pulaski 36 and 
leading 17-14 with only 
4:26 to play the Bearcats 
were unable to simply 
pick up a couple of first 
downs to run the clock 
out as they had against 
Conner two weeks 
before. 

On the first play fol¬ 
lowing the change of 
possession, Pulaski sepa¬ 
rated Anderson’s Tristin 
Ashburn from the ball 
on a simple dive play 
The Maroons recovered, 
then, with sophomore 
quarterback Riley Hall 
working magic through 
the drive, scored with 


46.2 seconds to play 
when Hall connected 
with freshman Jake 
Johnson on a 1-yard pass. 

Anderson’s Dusty 
Puckett blocked the 
extra point, giving the 
Bearcats a chance to tie 
on a field goal, but after 
moving to the Pulaski 25 
with 0.8 seconds show¬ 
ing on the clock, the 
Bearcats saw Joe Rose’s 
43-yard attempt - the 
longest of his career - 
fall short. 

Twice in the game¬ 
winning march, Pulaski 
converted on fourth 
down, including the 
final pass. But the deci¬ 
sive conversion came 
on fourth-and-13 from 
the Anderson 29. At 
least three Bearcats 
appeared to have Hall 


hemmed in for a big loss 
that would have turned 
the ball over on downs. 
Somehow, Hall got away, 
then raced down the left 
sideline to the Anderson 
9 before Puckett pushed 
him out of bounds. 

Four plays later, 
Pulaski went ahead. 

Twice in the decisive 
drive, penalties gave the 
Maroons a boost. First, 
on third-and-one at the 
Anderson 43, Anderson’s 
Ryan Martin appeared 
to have Hall cornered. 
Hall tried to get rid of 
the ball but was called 
for intentional ground¬ 
ing. 

Upfield and away 
from the ball, however, 
Anderson was called 
for defensive holding. 
Instead of Pulaski facing 


fourth-and-18, the pen¬ 
alties offset, giving the 
Maroons another chance 
at the 43. Aaron Smith 
got two yards on the 
carry, one of only two 
third down conversions 
by Pulaski. 

Monday, Peach said 
that the holding call was 
correct. 

On the very next play, 
Anderson was called 
for pass interference, 
moving the ball to the 
Bearcat 26. 

While Anderson did 
not complain about the 
officiating - the yards 
penalized ended virtu¬ 
ally even - the effect of 
the two calls was enor¬ 
mous. 

Still, the Bearcats 
nearly forced an over¬ 
time, moving from their 
own 37 to the Pulaski 25 
in 45.4 seconds as Zacha¬ 
ry Carmichael complet¬ 
ed five of six passes, the 
last one going to Puckett 
for a first down at the 25 
with 2.3 seconds left. 

Long out of timeouts, 
the Bearcats were able 
to spike the ball at the 
line of scrimmage to 
stop the clock with 0.8 
seconds left. Rose, who 
had a career-long of 
39 yards, was on target 
from the right hash 
mark but short. 

Things should have 
never gotten to that 
point. Anderson got on 
the board with a 31-yard 
field goal from Rose on 
the second play of the 
second quarter, but after 
Pulaski had answered 
with Smith finding Hall 
from six yards out, the 
Bearcats appeared to 
begin asserting their 
will. Anderson marched 
59 yards in 10 plays 


with Carmichael hitting 
Bray den Russell from 
three yards out to make 
it 10-7 with 27 seconds 
left in the first half. 

After stopping Pulas¬ 
ki on the Maroon 15 to 
start the second half, the 
Bearcats went up 17-7 
when Ross Cox found a 
big hole in the Pulaski 
line to score from two 
yards out. The score had 
been set up by Martin’s 
36-yard punt return to 
the Pulaski 12. 

But even up 17-7, 
there were signs that 
the Bearcats’ lead was 
not safe. A dropped pass 
had forced Anderson to 
settle for a field goal on 
its first score. A fumble 
at the Pulaski 35 stopped 
a promising drive early 
in the second quarter. 

After stopping Pulas¬ 
ki on downs near mid- 
field late in the third 
quarter, the Bearcats 
could not as much as get 
a first down. 

In fact, the Anderson 
running game, which 
had gradually gotten 
stronger nearly every 
other time out this fall, 
mustered just 34 yards 
in the second half to fin¬ 
ish with 94 on the game. 
It was Anderson’s lowest 
rushing output of the 
season. 

Anderson’s defense 
held Pulaski, averaging 
better than 240 yards 
a game on the ground 
this year, to 125. Hall led 
Pulaski with 59 yards on 
the ground. He threw 
for 237 yards and three 
touchdowns, including a 
46-yarder to Coots, who 
tiptoed along the right 
sideline to get Pulaski 
back in striking distance 
early in the fourth quar¬ 


ter. 

“(Defensive coordina¬ 
tor Duane Hammons) 
had a great game plan,” 
Peach said. “But we put 
them in some tough 
spots because we were 
unable to move the ball 
offensively.” 

As they wiped the 
tears of the broken 
dreams from their eyes 
and collected their 
thoughts, Anderson’s 
players had to believe 
they should be practic¬ 
ing for one more game 
this week. But there will 
come a time when they 
remember district and 
regional championships. 
The seniors can remem¬ 
ber being in three 
regional finals in four 
seasons along with two 
appearances in the state 
semi-finals. Their 40 
wins are the most ever 
for an Anderson class 
over four seasons. 

“I told the kids I was 
proud of them,” Peach 
said. “I was very proud 
of their effort and this 
is only the second time 
in school history that 
Anderson County has 
come this far. We have a 
lot to be proud off and 
we have a lot of things 
we can celebrate at our 
banquet. 

“I am not disappoint¬ 
ed with our effort. I was 
tremendously proud 
of how hard the guys 
played. But obviously, if 
we take care of the ball, 
we win this ballgame. 

“We were playing the 
day after Thanksgiv¬ 
ing. This is what it is 
all about. You play for 
opportunities like this.”

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over kept giving Pulaski 
more breaths. 

Because of that, I’m 
not convinced the bet¬ 
ter team won Friday. I 
do believe the team that 
executed the best when 
it counted the most did 
win. And really, that is 
all that matters when it 
is that close. 

Line these teams up 
in a seven-game series, it 
would probably go the 
distance. 

But the playoffs are 
a one-shot deal. When 
Anderson had a chance 
to close it, the Bearcats 
were not able to do so. 
Part of that was their 
own doing, part was 
Pulaski’s stubborn resil¬ 
ience. 

Yet even after Pulaski 
scored the eventual 
game-winner, Anderson 
had a chance to win it. 
The Bearcats pinned 
their hopes on Joe Rose 
kicking a field goal from 
four yards farther out 
than he’d ever hit one in 
a game. 

Instead, a 130-mile 
journey to Bowling 
Green this weekend 
stopped about 15 feet 
short, but it should have 


never come down to a 
long field goal attempt 
anyway. 

On the one hand, we 
saw just how difficult 
navigating a one-and- 
done tournament really 
is. In our heads, we knew 
that, but in our hearts, 


Anderson fans might 
have set that aside. The 
Bearcats played hard 
and no one can fault the 
effort. But when a team 
is one of only four left 
in the tournament, it 
takes more than playing 
hard. 


Winning a title 
requires keeping mis¬ 
takes to a minimum. In 
a contest that literally 
was not decided until 
the final play, every 
mistake and every break 
is magnified. 

They are such that 


Friday’s biggest lay 
might be one that has a 
notation, “No Play,” on 
the play-by-play sheet. 
Anderson appeared to 
sack Pulaski quarter¬ 
back Riley Hall for a 
huge loss on third down. 
Hall got rid of the ball 
and was flagged for 
intentional grounding. 
But up the field, Ander¬ 
son was called for defen¬ 
sive holding. 

Instead of fourth-and- 
a mile, Pulaski got a do- 
over at third-and-short. 
The Maroons converted 
and kept the game-win¬ 
ning drive alive. 

Good call? Bad call? 
Anderson coach Mark 
Peach said Monday that 
it was the right call. 

Crucial call? No ques¬ 
tion. 

And regardless of 
the sport, crucial breaks 
play major roles in 
long post-season runs, 
especially with teams 
as evenly matched as 
Pulaski County and 
Anderson County were 
Friday night. 

In case you have 
forgotten, two years 
ago, Anderson County 
trailed Conner by nine 
points at halftime and 
was still down six early 
in the fourth quarter of 
the regional final. On 
what turned out to be 


the game-winning drive, 
Anderson got a break on 
a pass interference call 
that Conner disagreed 
with strongly. There was 
no question it was close. 

And the Bearcats 
scored the winning 
touchdown on a fourth- 
down pass with 44 sec¬ 
onds to play. 

We’ve experienced 
the exultation, now 
we’ve seen the heart¬ 
break. 

And in the big pic¬ 
ture, we’ve seen Ander¬ 
son County become 
one of Kentucky’s best 
high school football pro¬ 
grams. Since the school 
was formed in 1949, the 
Bearcats never played 
on the Friday after 
Thanksgiving until 2011. 
Now, it’s been twice in 
three years. 

Many programs never 
even dream of getting 
that far. 

Yes, Anderson will 
take a graduation hit 
this season, but a strong 
group should also return 
in 2014. A word to the 
wise is, “Enjoy the ride.” 

And it might be a 
good idea to keep the 
Friday after Thanksgiv¬ 
ing, 2014, open on your 
calendar.

Cann, McKee sizzle 
nets, combine 
for 63 points

The polls only 
start conversations. 
Anderson County’s 
girls’ basketball 
team would rather 
let their game do 
the talking. 

At least the No. 
1-ranked Lady 
Bearcats did that 
Monday night, 
routing what is 
expected to be a 
nice Casey County 
team, 78-45, in the 
season opener for 
both teams. 

Anderson’s 
Makenzie Cann 
blistered the nets 
for six 3-pointers 
and 21 points in the 
first quarter on her 
way to a game-high 
32. Teammate Eriel 
McKee actually got 
things started with 
a three of her own 


to start the game, 
then slashed her 
way to 31 points. It 
is believed to be the 
first time ever that 
two Lady Bearcats 
scored at least 30 
points in the same 
game. 

“We haven’t 
talked about the 
rankings at all 
in practice,” said 
Anderson coach 
Tony Kays, whose 
team was ranked at 
the top of both The 
Courier-Journal and 
Lexington Herald- 
Leader pre-season 
coaches’ polls. “The 
kids know that 
everybody will 
want to play their 
best game against 
us.” 

Anderson blitzed 
to a 27-6 lead in the 
first seven minutes 
and kept the mar¬ 
gin over 20 points 
for good midway 
through the second 
quarter. Anderson’s 
biggest lead came at 
the end of the third 


quarter when they 
led 73-37, prompting 
a running clock for 
the entire fourth 
quarter against a 
Casey team that 
returns most of its 
players from last 
year’s 12th Region 
runner-up.

Anderson County will put its No. 1 rank¬ 
ing on the line three times in the next week 
against some teams who have their sights 
set not only on knocking the Lady Bearcats 
off early in the basketball season, but on 
making statewide noise in March. 

Thursday, Anderson travels to Paul L. 
Dunbar, a team that was 17-12 a year ago 
and was picked fifth in the 11th Region by 
The Cats Pause. Dunbar gives some match¬ 
up problems with 6-foot-2 center Brooke 
Todd, a senior, and another post presence 
with transfer Marissa Marrow (6-0), whose 
father, Vance Marrow, is an assistant foot¬ 
ball coach at the University of Kentucky. 
Guard Shakeema Jackson is a deadly three- 
point shooter. A year ago, Anderson pres¬ 
sured Dunbar to come away with a 52-28 
win. 

“They are very big,” Anderson coach 
Tony Kays said.

Saturday, Anderson will visit LaRue 
County in an afternoon game that is part of 
the LaRue County Classic. Tipoff is at 2 p.m. 

Ranked by some as the team to beat in 
the Fifth Region and a member of nearly 
everyone’s Top 10, LaRue, 27-6 a year ago, 
should give Anderson a stern test. Anderson 
defeated the Hawks, 63-54 in the Republic 
Bank Classic at Lexington Catholic last year. 

“We didn’t play our best in that game, 
but they didn’t either,” Kays said. 

A secondary story line could be the 
matchup of Anderson’s Makenzie Cann, 
ranked as the state’s best player in The Cou¬ 
rier-Journal rankings last week, and LaRue’s 
Ivy Brown (6-2), ranked No. 2 in the same 
poll. The rankings were reversed in Sun¬ 
day’s Lexington Herald-Leader poll. Cann 
has signed with Cincinnati, while Brown 
has inked with Western Kentucky. 

“Brown started hurting us in the second 
half of last year’s game. She is a very good 
player,” Kays said. 

Anderson’s Eriel McKee is in the Top 5 
in both polls while LaRue’s Alexis Brewer, 
daughter of former Louisville star James 
Brewer, is ranked the third best player in 
the Fifth Region by The Cats’ Pause. 

Tuesday, Christian Academy of Louis¬ 
ville visits Anderson. A year ago, the Lady 
Centurions came closest to knocking off 
Anderson during a 26-game winning streak. 
Anderson survived 66-64 in Louisville. 
Christian Academy, however, must replace 
superstar guard China Dow, now at Middle 
Tennessee State.

into an outstanding basketball player 
and he is here so that connected us .” 

Now in his sixth season at Asbury 
Shouse previously had a two-year 
stint leading the program at Kentucky 
Christian University and also served 
as an assistant coach at his alma 
mater. 

But Shouse was already connected 
to Alex Dennis. Alex’s mother, Staci, 
is a first cousin to his father, Johnny 
Shouse, who grew up in the Mt. Eden 
area of Spencer County. 

Allen Dennis lived with his mother, 
Lisa Hughes, when he died. 

When his cousin’s step-son 
drowned, it was a difficult time for 
Will Shouse. 

Alex Dennis, four years younger, 
had lost a hero. “He was playing every 
sport that was around,” Alex Dennis 
remembers. “I was always the one 
who was hanging around.” 

And C.J. Penny had lost that friend 
he knew he could count upon. It’s a 
terrible lesson in reality for a fourth- 
grader. 

“Allen was always a positive-think¬ 
er,” Penny remembers. “If you had a 
down day, you could always count on 
him to make you smile and brighten 
up your day.” 

That changed on that fateful Mar¬ 
tin Luther King Day. 

“It was hard waking up and know¬ 
ing he would not be there at school,” 
Penny continues. “It was rough. 

“I would go to school and walk 
around the hallways and not get a 
chance to talk to the person I talked 
to every day. That was just rough. 

That first week, I left school every 
day after, I think, the second period 
because I couldn’t handle it. About 
four days in a row, I just couldn’t take 
it.” 

Penny eventually recovered to 
become a four-year starter at Ander¬ 
son County becoming the school’s all- 
time leading scorer with 2,101 points 
in his career. He led the Bearcats to 
two 30th District championships and 
drilled a buzzer-beating 3-pointer 
against Shelby County in the Eighth 
Region Tournament championship 
game to send the Bearcats to the state 
tournament. 

But he never forgot Allen Dennis. 

“I still think about him every day,” 
Penny says. “Every day.” 


And Penny became Alex Dennis’ 
big brother. 

“When I was growing up, we were 
always going to Anderson County 
games to watch C.J. play,” says Dennis, 
whose family also lives around Mt. 
Eden. “We were always pulling for C.J.” 

Despite the numerous accolades, 
Penny returned the affection. “I have 
watched Alex play since he was in the 
sixth grade,” he says. “Now that he’s 
here, it has been great.” 

At Asbury, C.J. Penny and Alex 
Dennis are teammates for the first 
time. 

To say that virtual brothers C.J. 
Penny and Alex Dennis becoming 
teammates was improbable is an 
understatement as big as Penny’s 
basketball resume. At one time, some 
considered Penny to be Kentucky’s top 
prospect in the Class of 2009. Several 
major college programs coveted him. 

Penny, however, bounced around 
five schools before settling into his 
family at Asbury. 

First he signed with Southeastern 
Illinois, a junior college. He stayed less 
than a week. The rumor mill had him 
connected to Georgetown College and 
Eastern Kentucky University. Penny 
eventually had short stays at Volun¬ 
teer State, another juco in Tennessee, 
and Kentucky State University. 


“I didn’t get the kind of offers I 
wanted coming out of high school,” 
admits Penny, who had met all the 
NCAA eligibility requirements with 
room to spare in high school. “I felt 
like (signing) was the thing to do. I 
realized that junior college was not for 
me. A lot of people there, I don’t want 
to say they were ‘troubled,’ but they 
were people who had not qualified.” 

Meanwhile, Dennis had become 
part of some of the finest teams in 
Spencer County High School his¬ 
tory. The Bears won the 30th District 
title and advanced all the way to the 
Eighth Region championship game in 
2011 when Dennis was a sophomore. 

Among his biggest fans was C.J. 
Penny, but college basketball seemed 
to be only a dream in the Dennis 
household. “I just didn’t think it would 
be possible,” Dennis says. 

But that’s when Will Shouse, the 
blood relative, stepped in to offer a 
place on the Eagle team. 

It was the second recruiting call he 
had made to the Dennis home. The 
first had been two years earlier. 

“When I was in college, I was hop¬ 
ing to have a chance to coach Allen 
one day,” Shouse says with a smile.
